Local committee 
views on women

ALCALA PARK — Responses of over 1,000 women 
in San Diego and Imperial Counties to questions on their 
experiences as women in the Church and in society have 
been summarized and submitted to Bishop Leo T. 
Maher. 

Kathleen Dugan, chairwoman of the diocesan Ad Hoc 
Committee on Women and University of San Diego 
religious studies professor, also forwarded the report to 
Bishop Joseph Imesch of Joliet, Ill., chairman of the U.S. 
bishops’ committee preparing a pastoral letter on 
women’s concerns. 

“YOU HAVE certainly captured the diversity of 
opinions among your respondents,’’ Bishop Imesch wrote 
in his reply to Dugan. 

More than 40 men also participated in the discussions, 
said Sister Joan Kobe, committee member. 

. Eighty-two percent of the responses came from people 
35 years and older, 61.4 percent were married and 24 
percent were parents, Dugan noted. Ninety-five percent 
of the participants were women. 

RESPONDENTS REPRESENTED various ethnic 
groups in the diocese: 79 percent Caucasian, 14 percent 
Hispanic, 2.4 percent Black and 1.84 percent Native 
Americans. 

The 15-member ad hoc committee, comprised of lay- 
women, Sisters, priests and laymen, ‘‘reshaped the 
questions’’ formulated by the U.S. bishops committee, 
leaving ‘‘their basic sense intact,’’ Dugan stated. 


One of the questions asked how the women have 
experienced exclusion or limitations in the Church. 


A MAJORITY of respondents expressed concern over 
‘‘discrimination’’ in the Church and exclusion from 
leadership positions, despite the fact that women pre- 
dominate at liturgical services and parish meetings. Some 
noted that deacons have ‘‘more authority in the Church 
than religious women who are often better educated and 
trained.’’ Many respondents said that 
“‘clericalism. . . not sexism, is the major stumbling

people. Father Tran, Father Phavasiri and Sister 
Thepouthay travel throughout the country, directing 
missions for Laotian Catholics. Father Phavasiri said 
the trio is working to integrate Laotian communities 
nationwide into local parishes, often made difficult 
due to a language barrier. They hope to achieve 
integration by having Laotian children enroll in parish 
CCD programs, he said, adding that most of the 
children have learned English in school.

Respondents expressed feelings of ‘‘powerlessness, 
confusion, anger, rejection and abandonment’’ about the 
exclusion they had experienced, the summary stated. 


Another question asked what has contributed to the 
alienation of women in the Church. 


F REQUENT RESPONSES noted that “older clergy’’ 
and ‘‘a laity locked in conservatism’’ often resisted the 
changing roles of women in the Church and society. They 
advocated education as a means of counteracting this 
attitude. 


One large group of respondents urged that the Church 
decry from the pulpit ‘‘the evil of this sexist, abusive and 
degrading treatment of women,’’ the summary 
continued. 


Respondents reported a condemnatory posture of the 
Church in the area of sexuality, particularly birth control. 
The Hispanic community especially called attention to 
priests’ frequent advice to women to ‘‘offer up’’ sexual 
and physical abuse from their husbands. 


PARTICIPANTS WERE asked how they have been 
encouraged to value or devalue their experiences as 
women in the Church. 


Many noted that the Church ‘‘negated that they had ; 


any experience at all.’” Some mentioned being ignored, 
patronized, marginalized and rendered invisible. 


A repeated theme in the responses is confusion and 
resentment of the Church’s encouraging parents to have 
large families and provide quality care for them, and its 
lack of knowledge and sympathy regarding the finaricial 
burden caused by raising large families. 


ALTHOUGH RESPONDENTS acknowledged 
women’s acceptance in relatively new roles — theology 
instructors, pastoral counselors, lectors, Eucharistic 
ministers, ushers — they also noted often being regarded 
as ‘‘second class citizens’’ whose talents are not utilized 


by the Church.

Bishop Maher calls 
for day of prayer 
to protest clinics 


SAN DIEGO — Bishop Leo T. Maher has called for a 
day of prayer and reflection May 27 and urges all 
Catholics, young and old, to write letters to City Schools 
Superintendent Tom Payzant and San Diego Board of 
Education members, protesting the establishment of 
school-based health clinics. 


In a letter to all pastors in the diocese, he stated that the 
clinics would disseminate information about pregnancies, 
abortions and contraceptives, thus destroying ‘‘family 
values and traditions.’’ 


BISHOP MAHER expressed his support of parents 
desiring to keep their children home that day as a means 
of ‘‘awakening the consciences’’ of the public school 
board members. 


He wrote of joining all other faiths in supporting family 
rights to protect minors from harmful counseling that 
leads to immorality. 


Tom Spenser, Diocesan Pastoral Council president, 
said the laity group advised the bishop to call for the day 
of prayer, but did not recommend that students stay home 
from school that day. 


HOWEVER, LAY members from the Escondido 
Deanery Council had written to the DPC, advocating the 
one-day attendance boycott by pupils in the San Diego 
Unified School District, said Father Roger Lechner, 
episcopal vicar of the deanery. They hope to impose a 
financial burden on City Schools which receives a per 
diem. allowance from the state for each pupil’s attendance. 


Deanery members are opposed to the involvement of 
Planned Parenthood in the proposed clinics, Father 
Lechner explained. 


Ten members from eight parishes in the Escondido 
deanery met in a special session May 15 at St. Gabriel 
parish, Poway, to discuss ‘‘how family life is taught in the 
public schools,’’? Father Lechner said, adding that the 
school boycott proposal emanated from their discussion. 


THEY PLEDGED to enlist the support of the San 
Diego Evangelical Association, and churches, fellowships, 
and organizations in the program they called a ‘‘Faith 
batt 


If City Schools opens school-based clinics, ‘“‘they will 
support a way of life totally opposed by Christians,” 
Father Lechner said.

Bishops’ appeal in 
abortion-related | 
tax case to be heard 


NEW YORK (NC) — The U.S. bishops won a 
reprieve May 14 when a federal appeals court agreed to 
set aside $100,000-a-day contempt-of-court fines until the 
court could hear the bishops’ appeal in an abortion- 
related tax case. 


The 2nd U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals in New York 
delayed the fines and tentatively set the week of June 23 to 
hear oral arguments on the bishops’ refusal to release sub- 
poenaed, detailed records of pro-life activities by their two 
Washington agencies: the National Conference of 
Catholic Bishops and its action arm, the U.S. Catholic 
Conference. 


THE FINES originally had been imposed on the 
bishops May 8 by U.S. District Judge Robert Carter. 


The bishops’ records are being sought in a case brought 
by Abortion Rights Mobilization against the Internal 
Revenue Service. The abortion rights group is seeking to 
force the IRS to remove the church’s tax-exempt status 
because the church allegedly engaged in illegal activities 
by supporting or opposing political candidates based on 
their views on abortion. : :

Briefs 


CONTROVERSIAL CHARISMATICS — 
The Vatican has backed the authority of Arch- 
bishop Peter L. Gerety of Newark over the 
controversial People of Hope charismatic 
group in his archdiocese. At this group’s May 
9 meeting, he read a letter written by Cardinal 
Johannes Willebrands, head of the Vatican 
Secretariat for Promoting Christian Unity. 
The letter affirmed the archbishop’s 
“authority in matters concerning teaching, 
evangelization, spiritual formation and 
ecumenism in your archdiocese.’? The arch- 
bishop has debated with People of Hope over 
its views on such issues as the role of women 
and its relations with archdiocesan authorities, 
and has told it to sever its ties with Sword of 
the Spirit, an international ecumenical evan- 
gelical movement. 


URBAN GROWTH — The U.N. population 
agency is calling a world conference on the 
rapid growth of urban populations, which it 
said could pose major problems in the 21st 
century. Rafael M. Salas, executive director of 
the U.N.*Fund for Population Activities, said 
action by urban leaders and planners today 
may spell the difference between a pleasant 
urban environment and _ catastrophe,: 
particularly in developing countries. By the 
year 2010, more than 50 percent of the world’s 
population will live in urban areas, 20 percent 
of them in 78 cities of four million or more in- 
habitants, according to a report released by 
Salas’ agency May 9. 


POTENCY OF RELIGION — Psychiatrists 
must pay attention to the potency of religion in 
the lives of their patients and view it as a 
positive force in healing, said Father Hans 
Kung. He added that too often psychiatrists 
see religion as ‘‘pathological deformation’’ 
when it should be taken very seriously and 
“neither be eliminated nor avoided in treat- 
ment or ignored as unimportant.’’ The Swiss- 
born theologian made the comments May 12 
in a lecture at the annual convention of the 
American Psychiatric Association in 
Washington. He said psychiatry has repressed 
religiousness even when there is a ‘‘new 
explosion of religiousness in America’’ with a 
“‘boom-like growth’’ of cults, sects and various 
religious groups. 


SEGREGATION DOOMED — The head 
of the southern African Catholic bishops’ 
conference termed: ‘‘sad and hopeless’’ the 
decision of South Africa’s second-largest 
Reformed church to continue barring blacks 
from membership. The Nederduits 
Hervormde Kerk, an Afrikaans-speaking 
denomination representing about 7.1 percent 
of the country’s white population, made the 
decision at a general assembly in Pretoria, 
South Africa, May 15. The voting was so 
heavy in favor of keeping the whites-only 
clause that ‘‘there was no need to count the 
number of raised hands,”’ said assembly chair- 
man Bart Oberholzer. He said the decision 
was based on a belief that the church could 
“best fulfill its vocation by limiting its 
membership to whites.’’ Archbishop Denis 
Hurley of. Durban, president of the Catholic 
bishops’ conference, said the vote perpetuates 
a ‘‘sad and hopeless decision.”’ 


NUCLEAR ACCIDENT — A Jesuit 
magazine criticized the Soviet Union for 
failing to provide timely, accurate information 
about its Chernobyl nuclear plant accident and 
said the incident showed the folly of nuclear 
arms. An article in the May 17 issue of Civilta 
Cattolica said Soviet leaders ignored the ‘‘vital 
interests’? of its own citizens and those of 
neighboring countries during the meltdown at 
the plant, located in the Ukraine. The article 
also said effects of the accident illustrated the 
‘folly’? of the nuclear arms build-up. The 
magazine, a biweekly journal published in 
Rome, often reflects the thinking of Vatican 
officials. 


NUCLEAR HAZARDS — In the wake of the 
nuclear reactor accident at Chernobyl in the 
Ukraine, the Vatican is considering a special 
study of the possible hazards which nuclear 
energy plants pose to humans, said Cardinal 
Agostino Casaroli, papal secretary of state. 
Such a study would be done by the Pontifical 
Academy of Sciences, he added. Nuclear 
power is an issue ‘‘which even worries us in a

time of peace,’’ the cardinal said May 11 
during an informal news conference. So far, 
the academy has studied only the issue of 
nuclear weapons, he said. Cardinal Casaroli 
also said the academy has-not yet made public 
its 1985 report on the U.S. space-based 
defense system because it still is a controversial 
issue among scientists. 


TV BOYCOTT — Catholic Church involve- 
ment in social issues has increased with recent 
civil unrest in South Korea. Church or- 
ganizations recently joined a boycott against a 
television viewing tax; programs initiated by 
students for workers have caused trouble in 
one parish; and priests have devoted sermons 
to the need for constitutional reform. An 
article in the May 4 Seoul archdiocesan 
bulletin said the church-backed TV boycott 
was generated by ‘‘distortion and biased news 
reporting’? by the government-controlled 
Korean Broadcasting System. Titled ‘‘Spirit of 
Genuine Public Broadcasting,’’ the article said 
unfair news reporting in broadcasting and 
newspapers is the result of a 1980 government 
law that gave KBS a virtual monopoly of 
public media. 


DIVORCE DEBATE — An Irish bishops’ 
pastoral criticized the government’s plans for a 
referendum on legalizing divorce as Ireland’s 
parliament began debate on the issue May 14. 
The pastoral said divorce defines all marriages 
as candidates for breakup, rather than lasting 
for life. ‘‘It is not true that a divorce law would 
affect only the minority of marriages which 
break down irretrievably,’’ it said. ‘““Divorce 
introduces a quite radical change in society’s 
legal understanding of marriage.’’ The Dail 
(parliament) launched a three-day debate on 
the divorce issue as the government of Prime 
Minister Garret FitzGerald prepared to hold a 
national referendum sometime in June on 
changing the constitution to permit marriages 
to legally dissolve. 


POPE’S U.S. ITINERARY — Pope John 
Paul II’s September 1987 visit to the United 
States will include stops in Miami; Columbia, 
S.C.; New Orleans; San Antonio, Texas; 
Phoenix, Ariz.; Los Angeles; San Francisco 
and possibly Monterey, Calif., according to 
sources familiar with planning for the trip. No 
official itinerary for the trip had been 
announced by mid-May. Father Robert 
Lynch, who is coordinating the trip for the 
National Conferénce of Catholic Bishops, 
declined to confirm the list of cities for 


National Catholic News Service. He said May .- 


13 that the papal visit is “‘still in a state of some 
flux. . . .. The starting date is not set.”’ 


INTERFERENCE OPPOSED — Strongly 
criticizing Sandinista efforts to censor or 
‘‘manipulate’? the statements of the 
Nicaraguan bishops, Cardinal Miguel 
Obando Bravo again has called for the govern- 
ment and rebel forces to reach ‘reconciliation 
through dialogue.’’ Writing in the May 12 
Washington Post, Cardinal Obando Bravo 
also reiterated previous statements that the 
bishops oppose ‘‘any outside interference, 
whether by the United States or the Soviet 
Union”’ in Nicaragua. The Washington Post 


said it invited the cardinal to give his views of 
the situation in Nicaragua in light of the 
Reagan administration’s efforts to resume 
military aid to the Nicaraguan contra forces 
fighting the Sandinista government. 


EXILED GUERRILLAS — Archbishop 
Patrick Cronin of Cagayan de Oro in the 
Philippines has sought aid for 1,600 farming 
families forced from their homes during a 
government drive against the communist-led 
New People’s Army. In a letter read in all 
archdiocesan parishes, he asked government 
officials and religious to talk with farmers in 
the Claveria area where “‘our dissatisfied 
brothers in the hills’’ are located, in order to 
resolve the problem before the rainy season. 
‘Dissatisfied brothers’? referred to the 
guerrillas. The rainy season could ‘trigger 
epidemics among evacuees, the archbishop 
warned. Government forces began their attack 
on Claveria, about 27 miles east of Cagayan 
de Oro, on Feb. 17. The area has long been a 
center of New People’s Army activity in 
northern Mindanao.

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St. Vincent de Paul 
Shelter has relocated

SAN DIEGO — The second chapter in the story of St. 
Vincent De Paul Shelter began May 1 when staff 
members, residents and U.S. Navy volunteers from 
Balboa hospital moved furniture and equipment from the 
El Cortez Travelator to a 47-unit apartment building at 
32 17th St. 


The first chapter spanned a three-year period at the 
former facility. It opened in June 1983 with 45 beds on 
the first floor. Federal Emergency Management Act 
(FEMA) funds received the following month enabled the 
shelter to expand to 200 beds, said Sister Christine 
Giordano, housing director. 


AFTER RECEIVING an eviction notice to vacate the 
premises by March 31 — later extended one month — the 
director said she stopped receiving residents April 17. By 
April 28 only 50 of the usual 200 residents remained. 


‘‘They went to the streets. . . there were no beds for 
them elsewhere,’’ she said, referring to the sleeping 
quarters at the Salvation Army, Rescue Mission and 
other local shelters. ‘‘It was hard to close down,’’ she 


added. 


Two weeks later residents were admitted at the 17th 
Street facility. Twenty arrived May 12, 46 more the 
following day, and on May 14 all available rooms were 
filled; Sister Giordano said. 


WHEN THE remodeling is completed, the three-story 
building can house over 200 residents. 

They are referred by 67 agencies who screen their 
eligibility for the shelter — being able and motivated to 
change their situation and being ‘‘mentally and 
emotionally suited to large-group living,’’ the director 
explained. 


Most remain at the shelter two weeks. A few “‘may stay 
longer, depending on the progress they have made toward 
their goal,’’ she added. Referring agencies monitor this 
progress. 


Father McDonnell’s mother dies 


ALCALA PARK = Mary Genevieve 
McDonnell, mother of Father Francis W. 
McDonnell, Mercy Hospital chaplain, died recently 
in her home in Clinton, Iowa. She was 89. 

Mrs. McDonnell has been in failing health in 
recent months. 

She was predeceased by her husband William in 
1957. She is survived by three daughters, six sons 
and twenty grandchildren. 

Father McDonnell, a retired U.S. Navy 
Chaplaincy captain, travelled to Clinton and was 
the principal celebrant at a concelebrated Mass of 
Christian Burial for Mrs. McDonnell at St. Mary 
Church, where she had been a_ long-time 
parishioner. 

She was buried in St. Mary Cemetery in Clinton.

A FEW families will also be accepted for a three-month 
period. Living at the shelter enables these employed 
adults to save most of their salaries for their own housing, 
she said. 

Unlike its predecessor, the new facility does not provide 
meals, except for a noon sack lunch. Residents can have 
breakfast and dinner at the San Diego Catholic Worker 
kitchen four blocks away. 

Volunteering parishes will continue serving the 
residents Sunday dinners at the SDCW. 


THE ST. VINCENT De Paul Center, which finances 
the shelter, obtained a one-year lease for $650,000, an 
amount $200,000 more than the cost of operating the 
Travelator. About $180,000 was pledged during a tele- 
phone campaign, Sister Giordano said. Funding is also 
provided through private donations, SVDP Thrift Store 
profits and FEMA subsidies. 


‘“‘We didn’t move into a scroungy, fourth class 
downtown hotel,’’ she said, emphasizing the shelter’s 
philosophy to ‘‘minister to people’s basic survival needs’’ 
and help restore their sense of dignity. ‘‘Being homeless is 
dehumanizing. How can people have the energy to 
change their situation when they’re fighting feelings of 
self-defeat?”’ 


Staff members sometimes receive thank-you notes from 
former residents who write that they learned to feel good 
about themselves while living at the shelter. - 

THE DIRECTOR praised her staff for reinforcing this 
attitude among the residents. 

Sixteen staff members work at the shelter. The director 
is currently working with San Diego State University to 


obtain the services of a social work intern and two licensed 
nursing students. 


In addition, about 50 volunteers contribute from six to 
10 hours a week. 


THE TYPICAL 14-day stay there enables many 
residents to re-enter the job market. 


A single mother with a three-year-old boy was standing 
with a group on a street corner near the Travelator when 
a man from a nearby office asked if any of them could 
type. He hired the woman. 


One family of seven from the New England states 
remained at the shelter three weeks after their camper 
blew up enroute to San Diego. The father’s illness 
prompted the move to a warmer climate. He was a 
financial analyst and his wife an executive secretary. They 
accepted whatever jobs they could find in San Diego until 
he obtained employment with the same corporation he 
had worked for in the East. His wife was eventually hired 
as an executive secretary with a local investment firm. 


THE NUMBER of applicants at the shelter often 
exceeds the number of beds, Sister Giordano said. Local 
shelters have only 400 beds for homeless people in the 
county numbering between 3,000 and 5,000. 


Chapter three of the shelter’s story is expected to begin 
June 1987 with the completion of the new SVDP Shelter 
and Day Center at Imperial Avenue and 15th Street. The 
$6.8 million building will accommodate up to 350 
residents. Donations of $4.6 million have been received, a 
spokeswoman from SVDP Center said.

Two surveys shed light on Catholic attitudes 


Two surveys I recently read give food for thought. Late 
last year, the Diocese of San Diego commissioned the Pro- 
_ fessional Counselling Group to conduct a survey to assess 
| the attitudes and opinions of local Catholics on major 
_ issues of concern to the diocese and the Church. The tech- 
| nique used was a phone survey of 400 Catholics living in 
| eight parishes. Parishes were selected to achieve an ethnic 
and economic mix. Individual names were drawn at 
| random from Stewardship lists. 
The second survey is the seventh report of the findings 
| of the Notre Dame Study of Parish Life, entitled ‘‘Pastors 
and People: Viewpoints on Church Policies and 
| Positions.’’ Data was chosen from 36 representative 
parishes, representing 2,667 registered parishioners as 
| well as some pastors and parish staff. y 


BOTH SURVEYS indicate that abortion and birth 
| control are perceived as major concerns or issues facing 
the Church. While the San Diego survey did not ask 
| whether or not Catholics support the papal teaching, the 
| Notre Dame study uncovered some important facts which 
| I assume are valid here. The overwhelming majority (94 
| percent) of those surveyed by Notre Dame find abortion- 
on-demand unacceptable. At the same time, 70 percent of 
the same people hold the opinion that abortion is some- 
| times acceptable, if extreme circumstances such as rape or 
| incest are present. 

Regarding contraception, opposition to papal teaching 
is very strong. It was found in the national survey that 

elderly women strongly support the papal teaching and 
those under 50 do not. Opposition is also stronger among 
/ women with higher education levels. Yet the research 
indicates that those who disagree with papal teaching on 
| contraception and birth control ‘‘are not less faithful in 
their Mass and Communion practices.’’ 


Abortion and birth contol are major issues for 
Catholics, therefore, but for opposite reasons. In the case 
of abortion, American Catholics find themselves at odds 
with their government. In the case of contraception, 
| American Catholics find themselves at odds with papal 
| teaching. 

THE SAN DIEGO survey indicates that Catholics in 
our diocese have very favorable attitudes towards their

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clergy. Approximately 69% agree that priests are kind, 
warm, and sympathetic; 56% think that priests ‘‘are 
always there when needed;”’ less than 15% believe that 
priests “‘lead too high a lifestlye;’’ and less than half think 
that sermons need to be changed to retain the interest of 
parishioners. 


The Notre Dame survey seems to back up our local 
findings, since more than 85% of those the study polled 
‘feel that their parish meets their spiritual needs.’’ 
Nationwide and locally, therefore, the average parish is 
doing its job. Perhaps there is too much concern about 
those few snipers who lurk on the edge of the mainstream 
and cherish their perpetual unhappiness. 


The national survey also indicates that pastors and 
parishioners generally know each other’s views, and that 
“‘the views of pastors in the Pacific region are closest to 
the mainstream of their people’s views.’’ Pastors mis- 
interpreted where their people stood on an issue in only 
28% of the possible cases; in 37% of the cases, 
parishioners misperceived where their pastor stood on an 
issue. 


THE HIGH degree of satisfaction which Catholics 
experience regarding their parishes and their clergy is also 
reflected in the strong concern of Catholics here about the 
declining numbers of vocations to the priesthood and 
religious life. This was seen as a major concern facing the 
Church, ranking third in frequency of mention, after only 
abortion and birth control. 


While I believe that no survey is perfect, I also believe 


that there is obvious value in assessing our strengths and 
weaknesses. The fact that these surveys were even 
conducted shows a dramatic change in the attitude of 
Church leadership over the past 50 years. 


A word about what I would consider flaws in both 
surveys. The Notre Dame survey, incredibly enough, 
“‘excluded Hispanic parishes for a variety of cultural and 
methodological reasons.’’ This is an inexcusable gaff, 
since the Hispanic population is the focus of so many: 
programs for evangelization in the American Church. 


AT THE same time, I think the questions of the Notre 
Dame study were more tightly constructed and therefore 
led to more revealing responses than the San Diego 
survey. The birth control question is a case in point. I also 
think that a written questionnaire is a better instrument 
than a telephone interview such as was employed locally. 

San Diego Catholics had a lot more to say. In my next 


column, I’ll discuss their views on social progams, 
education and youth.

WE CANNOT go back to an 


|announced, announced mind you, that

Are you scratching your head as I am? 
|The report comes as a result of lots of 
|public meetings and through feed-back 
articles in the Catholic press. Nothing has 
‘been secret until now. But England’s 
‘church leaders have assented to the 
/Vatican’s request that their report be an 
“internal’’ one, in preparation for the 
synod on the laity next year. 


AFTER A number of years in Naval 
Intelligence, I can usually appreciate the 
lneed for some secrecy in any large 
operation, including church or state. 


_ Some good reasons are: to protect 
[reputations against slander when 
allegations are made without proof; to 
| provide for discussion of multiple options 
| before battle plans are published; maybe 
peven to prevent disappointment when 
| promotions are being considered. 

| However, in our ‘‘tell-it-all’’ society to 
announce that something is secret is tan- 
‘tamount to giving a “‘tally ho’’ to the 
hounds at a fox hunt. I can’t imagine 
|what our British brethren are about. 


I WAS equally shocked last year when 
|the Vatican told the world’s bishops not to 
/publish the reports they were preparing 
for the meeting being called in Rome for 
| December. That was supposed to find out 
| how the Church was doing round the 
‘world some 20 years after Vatican II, 


Vatican mail is notoriously slow (even 
‘the papal nuncio complains about it) so 
lour bishops had already published their 
[report before the stop the press order 
arrived, . 
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Canada, because it produces its 
documents in two languages, English and 
French, hadn’t published their English 
language report before their stop the 
press letter reached Ottawa. The French 
edition of their report had already 
appeared in a couple of French news- 
papers. A bilingual editor got hold of it 
and translated an ‘‘unofficial’’ English 
version of his own which he printed in his 
newspaper. 


THE CANADIAN Bishops Con- 
ference was then in the awkward position 
of technically being unable to tell its 
people what its bishops planned to say 
about Catholic Canada in Rome, 
although readers of half-a-dozen news- 
papers were informed “‘unofficially’’ for a 
mere 25 cents. 


I don’t know if our British counterparts 
are any less curious than we are, but I'll 
give you odds that within three weeks 
half-a-dozen editors and writers will have 
their own version of the report in print. 


And that’s what’s wrong with this kind 
of secrecy. It encourages flights of fancy, 
wild speculation and repetition of yarns, 
fantasies and myths that would rival the 
liberties Shakespeare himself took with 


events in Rome in the version of history 


he created in his plays. 


ONE OF the great problems for our 
church is that its present administrative 
and ruling character comes out of the cir- 
cumstances of the papal states. Anybody 
who. has seen Rex Harrison play, the 


This legacy of war and politics led to 
the establishment of a typical political 
bureaucracy to run the papal realm. It 
happened to run the spiritual realm as 
well. That is all that is left of the Papal 
States today. Yet the bureaucratic habit 
of the past hangs on. 


I trust our American bishops will make 
it plain to the Vatican bureaucracy that 
secrecy is not the American way. We have 
produced our greatest documents on 
peace and the. economy out in the open, 


antiquated, outmoded, almost -quaint 
practice of Star Chamber proceedings or 
incense-filled rooms to come to judgment. 
That time is past for us. 


Open covenants openly arrived at was 
a slogan before most of us were born. And 
it’s about time that’s the way we begin to 
run our portion of the Church as well. 

Secrecy in a synod about the laity is as 
outmoded as buskins on a bishop and just 
about as useful. I hope we hear no more 
of it.

Worrying diverts our attention from God

According to my philosophy, the riskiest profession 
around is parenthood. From day one, when we bring a 
small, noisy, mostly damp bundle of life into the world, 
we mothers and fathers are beset with concerns. Will my 
infant be healthy? Am I spending enough time with my 
baby? 

As the child grows, we add other worries such as the 
quality of their play and schooling. By the time these kids 
are adolescents, we have set up enough anxieties to 
qualify us for ‘‘hazardous duty’’ pay. We ruminate about 
peer pressure, media influence, the academic-team sport- 
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enrichment activity syndrome and finally career oppor- 
tunities. Where does it end? 


IN MY halting and frequently clumsy search for the 
answer, I stumbled over a succinct bit of wisdom some- 
where that suggested that, to worry, meant a lack of trust 
in the Lord. Not that I think worrying is sinful, just dis- 
tracting. And anything that diverts our attention from 
God, ought to be suspect. That thought brought me up 
short. Dare I admit to a lack of trust in one who has borne 
me through so many crises? How ungrateful can I be? Let 
me tell you. 


Years ago, I saw a familiar pattern emerge in my com- 
munication with my maker. First of all, in my early 
efforts at living in harmony with the daunting roll of 
motherhood, I’d pray with fervor for God’s assistance on 
some vexing problem. In the next breath I’d wrestle this 
fret back again, endlessly agonizing over its resolution 
forgetting I put it all in his capable hands. This game of 
tug of war did little to advance my enlightenment, either. 
I’m sure when things ran smoothly, I probably took most 
of the credit for good management. 


But the Lord is patient with slow learners and laid a few 
traps in my path to assist in my spiritual education. He 
began by allowing me to witness positive feedback, from 
our parental example, shine through my offspring. I 
dropped my guard and experienced relaxation. But this 
didn’t preclude my setting up a few mind-induced mini- 
disasters as the children grew and gained more freedom. I 
continued to grapple with letting go of fears. 


ANOTHER LESSON was imminent, though, as God 
is the consummate teacher. On this occasion, I collided 


with my young teen-age daughter. Being obtuse, I over- 
looked the possibility of her own good judgment 
regarding an acquaintance. Face to face with my violation 
of my child’s integrity, I was made to understand the 
necessity of personal respect for a budding youth. 


Still, I’m sure I basked in the notion that I controlled 
most of that which ran smoothly in our household and our 
lives. So the Lord sent me to graduate school to release 
this deadly vestige of arrogance. He permitted an 
incurable disease, taking its inevitable course through 
numerous hospitalizations and toxic medicines, to 
manifest itself in our family. 


When the option is despair and you are in the midst of 
raising three children, or placing yourself in God’s grasp, 
the latter route is far more enticing. There must have 
been a great sigh in heaven over my choice of surrender, 
for now the stage was set for his consoling presence to be 
truly felt. 


ACCORDINGLY, TWO ideals took root — honoring 
our offsprings’ (now all adults) right to make decisions 
and acknowledging God’s benevolence in even the minis- 
cule details of our collective lives. 


Under the circumstances one would assume my 
deliverance from the clutches of apprehension was nearly 
complete. But despite experience, my peace of mind 
remains illusive as I search for equanimity on a current 
issue of concern. The old struggle returns as I succumb to 
that familiar paralysis of ambivalence. I give with one 
hand and take back with the other. 

‘‘What a fraud this lip service to lofty principles is with- 
out complete confidence in the Lord’s sovereignty,’’ I say 
to myself. 

WHEN THIS truth finally sinks in, and I’m always 
behind the power curve, my redemption will simply be a 
matter of accepting his continued healing in this vul 
nerable area of my soul.

““WE ARE about the task of bringing on in a small way 
— perhaps later in a grand way — the Afro- 
Americanization of the Catholic Church here in the 
United States of America,’’ he said. ‘‘This church has to 
| make room for all of us and our needs.”’

| Father Conwill, a priest of the Diocese of San Diego 
| and a nationally known leader of workshops and revivals, 
led Baltimore Catholics through a three-day revival May 
5-7. 

A thousand participants filled the Basilica of the 
| Assumption in Baltimore for the revival, which, 
organizers said, was a first for the archdiocese. The event 
drew Protestants as well as Catholics and whites as well as 


| Blacks. 


THEIR VOICES and those of parish gospel choirs 
raised in soulful song resounded through the basilica, 
which was decorated with brightly colored banners. 


Auxiliary Bishop John Ricard of Baltimore, one of the 
| 10 black U.S. bishops, called participants forward to 
commit themselves to evangelization efforts in the 
archdiocese. 


Several hundred approached the altar to pray in unison 
that the spirit of God would send them forth ‘‘to witness 
the kingdom of Christ among all nations’’ and ‘‘proclaim 
| the good news of Christ to those in need.”’ 


FATHER CONWILL, in sermons that ran an hour or 
longer, took the congregation on a journey through Jesus’

| woman at the well and ‘‘sit’’ in the temple as Jesus spoke 
| to men accusing a woman of adultery.

Women’s pastoral 


Some perceived the Church as remiss in addressing 
such problems as troubled marriages, separated and 
divorced women, substance abuse and homosexuality. 


The summary also cited many respondents’ 
experiences of being valued in the Church for giving and 
protecting life and for rendering service. They noted that 
participation in Bible studies, prayer groups and various 
ministries contributed toward their development as 
Catholic women. 


THE MAJORITY of women also identified “prayer, 
personal healing’? and involvement in renewal 
movements and parish activities as positive influences on 
their development. 


A minority of respondents expressed unqualified satis- 
faction with the’ valuation of their experiences as women 
in the Church. 


The second Vatican Council and involvement in social 
action were discussed as factors contributing to the recog- 
nition and reconciliation of women in the Church. 


HOWEVER, MOST respondents called attention to 
the need for decision-making bodies in the Church to 
listen empathetically in their dialogue with Catholic 
women. 


Many saw the need to continue moving from a ‘“‘pater- 
‘nalistic’’ Church toward one which fosters and tests 
diverse charisms, acknowledging the ‘‘call of the Spirit’’ 
to women and married couples. 


Most respondents mentioned societal changes that have 
enhanced their experiences as women — improved 
educational opportunities and government intervention 
in reducing inequalities between the sexes. Yet they noted 
widespread discrimination against women in terms of

salaries, sexual harrassment and stereotyping women’s 
roles. 

A MAJORITY of respondents noted that the Church 
lags behind society in recognizing the changing status and 
roles of women. One group commented on having higher 
expectations for equality in the workplace than in the 
Church.

CLAIREMONT — Veteran volunteer 
John O’Brien ‘can give any services 
oriented person a few pointers. 


His interest in blood donations began 
56 years ago when he lived in New York 
City and gave the maximum amount of 
one unit five times a year. He continued 
this practice 45 years. Today the 77-year- 
old parishioner of St. Catherine Laboure 
Church is chairman of the parish’s blood 
reserve fund. His goal is to maintain a 
400-unit supply. 


THE SAN DIEGO Blood Bank . 


accepted 86 units from 97 donors at the 
parish May 17, said co-chairperson Ann 
Cordova. 

Parishioners donate blood twice a year, 
which covers the cost of blood replace- 
ment for them and their families. _ 


O’Brien authorizes the release of about 
30 units a month for people needing blood 
to replace quantities received at hospitals. 
Organizations such as the Leukemia 
Society of America also apply to the 
parish’s reserve. O’Brien said he has 
never turned down an applicant during 
the 14 years he has chaired the project. - 


“IT’S THE parishioners that are 
saving people’s lives,’’ he said. 


Bishops’ appeal 


Msgr. Daniel Hoye, NCCB-USCC 
general secretary, said the delay of the 
penalties and the chance to appeal opened 
the door for the bishops to address a 
number of important issues, including the 
‘‘chilling effect’’? that the case and the 
subpoenas could have on First 
Amendment rights of all U.S. religious 
groups. 

HE SAID the subpoenas ‘“‘raise the 
prospect of the court’s and ARM’s 
involvement in the internal affairs of the 
Church. We do not consider this fair and 
reasonable.”’ 


Msgr. Hoye said the dispute “‘touches 
directly on fundamental issues’’ of 
church-state relations. 


“Do religious groups in the United 
States have a right to speak and act in per- 
missible ways on behalf of their con- 
scientious convictions regarding public 
issues?’’ he asked. ‘‘We contend that they 
do, and it is this fundamental principle 
which we seek to uphold.”’ 


MSGR. HOYE’S concerns. were 
echoed by spokesmen for other churches.

The Rev. Dean Kelley, director of 
religious and civil liberty at the National 
Council of Churches and an expert in 
church-state relations, said every 
American individual~ and organization 
-would be at risk if ‘‘a third party has 
standing to challenge your tax status.”’ 


The case also raises the question of 
whether the tax exemption which 
churches enjoy ‘“‘has anything to do with 
their degree of participation in the civic 
processes,” he added. 

THE NATIONAL Council of 
Churches will also file a brief on behalf of 
the bishops, Kelley said.

‘‘Various groups within the framework 
of the conference decided we needed to 
take a comprehensive look at what the 
church in New York and the United 
States ought to be doing to respond to this 
population,’’ Jack Balinsky said in an 
interview. 


BALINSKY SERVES on the 
commission and is on the staff of the 
Catholic conference, which is based in 
Albany, as director of the Council of 
Catholic Charities. 


‘‘Through a three-year effort, we have 
a better sense of the dimension of the 
aging process,’’ he said. ‘‘We have tried 
to achieve the broadest input from all 
levels — dioceses, parishes, individuals.”’ 


The commission’s work also helps to 
combat. ‘‘the myth of age that all people 
are frail and need to be helped’’ by recog- 
nizing that the elderly have ‘‘tremendous 
time, treasures and talent to give to the 
Church,”’ Balinsky said. 


BALINSKY SAID the draft papers are 
meant to help church leaders consider:

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Church-state tensions grow | 
in post-revolutionary Nicaragua

MANAGUA, Nicaragua (NC) — On the reverse side 
of the one-cordoba coins minted since the Sandinistas 
overthrew President Anastasio Somoza are three words: 
“‘En Dios Confiamos’’ — ‘‘In God We Trust.’’ 


Below that inscription, in slightly smaller lettering, 
appears an equally important phrase for Nicaraguans — 
“Patria Libre O Morir’’ — ‘‘A Free Country or Death.”’ 


THE PHRASES symbolize the beliefs of the thousands 
. of Catholics who participated in the Sandinista-led 
revolutionary movement, and who played a key part in 
the defeat of the Somoza regime in 1979. 


But since that revolution, relations between 
Nicaragua’s Catholic hierarchy and the Sandinista-ruled 
state have become tense. Lay people are also split. ' 


Although they ultimately backed Somoza’s ouster, the 
bishops were-reluctant to endorse the Sandinistas as an 
alternative. The bishops’ conference waited until four 
months after the Sandinista victory before issuing a 
pastoral letter which supported the revolution’s goals. 
The letter was hailed by many Nicaraguans as 
““progressive.”’ 


WITHIN A year, however, the bishops reversed their 
position, condemning the Sandinistas in another pastoral 
letter as totalitarian, atheist and materialist. 


In May 1980, the bishops called on four priests, Fathers 
Ernesto and Fernando Cardenal, Edgar Parrales and 
Miguel D’Escoto to resign their government posts. The 
clerics, who had been given temporary dispensation by 
the bishops from rules barring priests from exercising 
» political power, refused to step down. Fathers Ernesto 


Cardenal and D’Escoto had their priestly functions sus--: 


pended in 1985 after the Vatican intervened in the case. 
Father Fernando Cardenal, Ernesto’s brother, was 
expelled from the Jesuit order. 


Father Parrales has requested laicization, which has not 
yet been granted. He said that despite Vatican inaction 
on his petition, he considers himself ‘‘free of any 
structural link (to the Church) as a clergyman.”’ 


THE SANDINISTAS replied to the bishops’ 1980 
demands with a document on religion calling the liberty 
to profess religious faith ‘‘an inalienable right,’’ but 
warning of severe consequences for those who might try to 
“convert popular religious activities into political acts 
against the revolution.”’ 


Since that time, the positions of the church hierarchy 
and the government have become increasingly polarized. 
Pope John Paul II’s March 1983 trip to Nicaragua, rather 
than easing the situation, turned into another incident of 
church-state tension. 


During the pope’s Mass in the 19th of July Plaza, 
young people wearing the uniform of the Sandinista 
youth movement, apparently upset by the killing of 17 
young Sandinista soldiers by U.S.-financed ‘‘contra’”’ 
rebels, continually interrupted the pontiff with political 
slogans and chants of ‘‘we want peace.’’ Others in the 
crowd applauded the pope and tried to shout down the 
youths. 

MOTHERS OF the dead soldiers moved toward the 
altar and called on the pope for a prayer for their sons, 
which was not forthcoming. What many hoped would be 
a visit resulting in the healing of wounds between church 
and state turned into an embarrassing incident for both. 

In 1984, tensions deepened after the government 
arrested Father Amado Pena on charges of conspiring to 
establish an urban guerrilla front in Managua. Father

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exceptional support and comfort. We fit 
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Pena denied the charges, but the Interior Ministry coun- 
tered by releasing a video which it said showed him 
receiving arms and propaganda during a clandestine 
meeting. The priest was released into the custody of 
church officials and confined two months to the arch- 
diocesan seminary before returning to his parish. 


One month later, the Interior Ministry expelled 10 
foreign priests allegedly involved in anti-government 
activities. 


PRO-GOVERNMENT priests claim then-Archbishop 
Miguel Obando Bravo responded in like manner, trans- 
ferring and disciplining diocesan priests who support the 
Sandinistas. 


Church-state relations sank further after Pope John 
Paul named Archbishop Obando Bravo a cardinal on 
May 23, 1985. Returning from Rome to Managua, the 
new cardinal stopped in Miami to celebrate his first public 
Mass as cardinal. Some top ‘‘contra’’ leaders attended 
the service. 


The Miami Mass angered the Sandinistas who called it 
a clearly political act. 


THEN ON Dec. 12 the Archdiocese of Managua tried 
to distribute a new magazine called Iglesia, which 
allegedly contained sensitive material denouncing the 
country’s military draft. 


The government confiscated most copies of the 
publication, claiming it had not been properly cleared. 
Three days later, the government occupied the building 
which houses the archdiocesan printing press. 


On Dec. 31, the radio station owned by the bishops’ 
conference failed to air the annual end-of-year 
presidential message which all Nicaraguan radio stations 
are required to do by law. 


ARCHDIOCESAN SPOKESMAN and station direc- 
tor Msgr. Bismarck Carballo said ‘‘human error’’ 
prevented the station from hooking up to the the national 
broadcast. The government, however, interpreted the 
incident as a direct provocation and revoked the station’s 
broadcasting permit. 


Some observers said they hope that a renewal of the 
church-state dialogue begun in December 1984 might 
alleviate tensions. But others, including Father Rafael 
Aragon of Managua’s Sacred Heart Parish, a member of 
the staff of a pro-Sandinista ecumenical center, say re- 
newed dialogue is unlikely at this point. 


“The aggressive attitudes of Cardinal Obando and 
Father Bismarck are very strong, and the government is 
also maintaining a more intransigent attitude than in the 
past,’’ said Father Aragon. 


“SINCE THE conflict is becoming much more 
concentrated into one of hard-line attitudes between the 
government and Cardinal Obando, it is not going to dis- 
sipate anytime soon,’’ Father Aragon said. 


Next week: Church-state tensions cause confusion.

said. “I do some very ordinary things 
that I am sure a lot of other people do. I 
“just try to champion the people who have 
no other champion.”’ 


A 64-year-old who converted to 
Catholicsm in college, Williams runs a 
virtual one-woman ‘‘crisis intervention 
center’ from her kitchen. Her volunteer 
efforts range from feeding, clothing and 
housing the needy of Paterson, the 
nation’s fifth poorest city, to counseling 
pregnant teen-agers on Christian alter- 
Pnatives to abortion. In doing so, she has 
become a symbol of Catholic leadership in 
a city that is one-third Black but without 
any Black priests or nuns. 


WILLIAMS LISTED many Black 
leaders who have inspired her in her 
ministry to the Paterson community. 
Among them were pioneer educator 
Mary McLeod Bethune, civil rights 
champions Ida Lee Wells and Coretta

The certificate program is designed for 
lay people who want part-time instruction 
to improve their understanding of 
Christian teaching and their skills in 
ministry, said Father Ron Pachence, 
ICM director.

competence and leadership skills.

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Like most families, we have an attic, only it’s under- . 
neath our home instead of on top of it: It’s the crawl space 
next to our basement and is unimaginatively referred to 
as under-the-house by our family. 


I'll do anything to avoid going down there. It is loaded 
with boxes of Christmas decorations, a baby crib (‘“‘We’ll 
need it for the grandchildren, Honey’’), aged tax receipts 
and other family paraphernalia collected over 27 years of 
marriage. 

ONCE A year my husband goes down and rearranges 
the treasures — or junk — and emerges asking, ‘‘When 
can we get rid of this?”’ 

The this he refers to is not the baby crib as much as the 
boxes of old toys, books, and collections that the children, 
ages 17 through 24, want saved, apparently forever. If we 
make a move to toss them, we hear wails of, ’‘Don’t 
throw it out!’’ and ‘‘I might need that someday.”’ 


The question I’m posing here is when does the statute 
of limitations run out on storing grown children’s goods? 
I asked this of a group of mothers and their collective 
reply was never. 


‘OH, PLEASE don’t ask that,’’one cringed: ‘‘ I’m 42 


and I still have things stored at my parents’. 


Several moms said they serve as revolving storage 
lockers for their young adults as they move from apart-

ment to apartment. ““They come home and get a table 
they need and store a bookcase,’’ one reported, with a 
sigh. 

I understand this dilemma. Our daughter who is 
heading for graduate school in September has boxes of 
college books stored under-the-house. Some are books she 
hated but when I suggested she give them away, she 
insisted that someday she may need them. ‘‘Besides,’’she 
stressed, ‘“‘do you have any idea of what they’re worth? I 
spent hundreds of dollars on them.”’ 


I'VE SUGGESTED storage rent but it hasn’t gotten 
far. Do we charge by space, weight, or value? Just what is 
my son’s shell collection worth? Or, worse, his collection 
of stones picked up on family trips when he was under 
seven? I note that each of us is a pack rat in his or her own 
way. My husband never throws away a map even though 
the names of countries and cities have changed. I toss a 
map as soon as its folds dissolve and I can no longer refold 
It. 


But I keep old sewing patterns and that’s just as crazy

because the sizes and styles are outdated. Why do I save . 


them? To echo my kids, I might need them someday. 


GETTING BACK to storing the children’s ac- 
cumulations, I believe there’s something deeper to it than 
saving things for time of need. As long as they have their 
things stored at home, their home belongs to them and 
they remain an integral part of the family. If we get rid of 
their past, we are getting rid of them. 


One dad in his fifties told me how angry he was when: vy 


his parents moved while he was in college. ‘‘I know it 
made sense,’’he said. ‘‘They needed to move out of their 
big home into an apartment but I was furious. It was my 
home and they sold my Cub Scout uniform. It was like 
being cut out of the family.’? Then he went on to 
complain about storing his sons’ junk. 


So, I suspect we will continue to rearrange our attic 
without eliminating our children’s past for awhile, at 
least. I confess that when I do go,down there, I smile at 
the memories old stuffed animals and Halloween 
costumes bring.

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new in the Church. It was, in fact, quite 
common for almost 1,000 years. 


THE REASON for this Christian 
policy of those days was simple. Jesus said 
quite explicitly in the Scriptures that one 
must eat his body and drink his blood in 
order to have eternal life (See especially 
the Gospel of John, Chapter 6). 


These statements are as strong as those 
referring to baptism, perhaps even 
stronger. For many centuries, therefore, 
the Church interpreted them to mean that 
reception of the Eucharist, even for 
infants, was as important as baptism for 
salvation. 

The practice began to disappear only in 
the late Middle Ages, as part of the 
Church’s response to several heretical 
groups who denied the real presence of 


Jesus in the Eucharist. With greater . 


concern over the ‘‘physical’’ species of the 
Eucharist (that it not be dropped and so 
on), Communion was given to very 
young children less and less frequently. 


ACTUALLY, THE practice did not 
discontinue entirely until about 400 years 
ago when the Council of Trent declared 
that ‘‘little children lacking the use of 
reason are not obliged to receive 
sacramental Communion.’’ At the same 
time, it declared, the ancient practice of 
administering the Eucharist to such 
children was not to be condemned 
(Session XXI, 1562). 


After this, as I indicated, the practice 
quickly died out even in those places

theologically wrong with it since it was , b la 


common practice for nearly 15 centuries. 


WHETHER THE Church’s under- 
standing of the sacraments will develop in 
such a way as to suggest reinstituting this 
practice at some future date, we simply do 
not know. 


Some Eastern Rite Catholic churches 
continue the practice of administering the 
Eucharist and confirmation to infants 
even to this day. 


QUESTION: I,am a Catholic; my 
husband is not.

Grammy award winner Whitney Houston 
has a big hit in ‘‘How Will I Know?”’ The 
song describes a relationship built on in- 


fatuation. She finds herself asking, ‘‘How 
will I know if he really loves me?”’ 


Unfortunately, there is no perfect way to 
measure another’s love. Love always 
remains a risk. Love means giving one’s care 
and concern to another without knowing how 
these gifts will be received or returned. 


Even though love remains a risk, there are 
ways to gauge how real love may be or how 
likely it is to last. I would suggest the 
following three questions in trying to 
determine whether he or she “‘really loves 


me.”’ 


First, does the person respect you? In any 
relationship, there are going to be 
differences, and at times, conflict. Real love 
enables a person to listen and respect 
another’s point of view, even- when dis- 
agreeing with it. Respect also brings a 
willingness to talk about these differences 
and to work out ways to meet some of each 
person’s needs. 


Second, how forgiving is the other person? 
We all make mistakes, even hurting those we 
love. Does our partner readily forgive past 
mistakes and work toward a better future? 
Real love does not save up anger or resent- 
ment to be unloaded during some future 
argument. 


We can obtain an estimation of another’s 
forgiving nature by noticing how the person 
treats his or her family. If the individual does 
not forgive the people he or she lives with, 
how likely is the person to be forgiving of 
you?. : 

Finally, does the love make you more free? 
While. some jealousy is likely to octur in any 


relationship, real love helps us to rise above - 


these feelings. Love helps to heal our inner 
insecurities. Consequently, we are more free 
to be ourselves. We find ourselves growing 
into the loving, caring and enthusiastic 
people that God calls us to be. 


Surely, there are other ways to judge 
whether an individual really loves you. I 
encourage you to share your insight on‘ this 
question with other readers. Write to this 
column and.

Teen-age suicide can happen to any 
family from any socioeconomic 
background at any time, say counselors in 
Missouri and Florida familiar with the 
phenomenon. 


Two counselors interviewed by The 
Catholic Missourian, newspaper of the 
Diocese of Jefferson City, Mo., said teen 
suicide may be less likely in some Catholic 
high schools but said there are no guar- 
antees against it. 


JAN GOELLER, counselor at Helias 
Interparish High School in Jefferson 
City, said the school is small enough that 
it would be hard for a counselor, a teacher 
or a fellow student not to notice someone 
in trouble. 


But Goeller, who has been a counselor 
at Helias for 10 years, cautioned that 
teen-agers at the school are not ‘‘totally 
safe. They are fairly safe, but suicide 
happens to students who come from even 
the best possible environments,”’’ she said. 


Today’s teen-agers, said Sandra Van 
Belkrum, a counselor at Sacred Heart 
High School in Sedalia, Mo., are under 
greater pressure than their parents were. 
The number of suicides is probably 
higher today, she said. ‘ 


TEEN-AGERS ‘ARE under peer 
pressure and pressure from their parents, 
pressure to conform and to succeed. 
They’re often confronted with problems 
and because of their age, they don’t know 
how to deal with them or who to turn to 


for help. I would say that the large per- 
centage of teen-age suicides occur among 
students who haven’t found someone they 
can talk to about their problems,’’ said 
Van Belkrum. 


At a forum on teen suicide at St. 
Dominic Parish in Panama City, Fla., 
counselor Rick Reinstatler said there are 
a number of suicide warning signs parents 
and others should understand. These 
include feelings of hopelessness and 
despair, despondency, sleeping or eating 
problems and weight loss. 


Another symptom includes a shortened 
attention span, ‘‘difficulty in concen- 
trating,’’ and daydreaming, he said. 
Teen-agers may also begin to see 
themselves as stupid or dumb. 


ONE OF THE more prevalent myths 
about suicide is that if a person talks 
about killing himself or herself, then they 
probably won’t, said the Missouri coun- 
selors. On the contrary, talking about 
suicide or death is one of the primary 
warning signs and should not be ignored. 


Another sign is a sudden and serious 
change in a person’s performance or 
behavior. If a person begins to isolate 
himself from family or friends or seems to 
be withdrawing from life, it should be 
taken as a warning that something is 
seriously wrong. 


Other signs include giving away prized 
possessions or canceling future plans. 

IRONICALLY, IF a person who has 
been depressed for any length of time

“Kids. can and will do this for the 
purpose of getting attention, and even if 
they don’t succeed or don’t make a 
serious attempt, if they need attention 
that bad then something is seriously 
wrong,”’ Goeller said. 


All the counselors stressed the impor- 
tance of teen-agers having someone to 
talk to about their problems, someone 
they can trust and look to for a different 
perspective on their problems. 


Another counselor at the Florida 
session, Forrest Stewart, said improved 
communication between parent and teen 
can prevent suicide. Teen-agers not only 
want to hear that their parents love them, 
but want it shown, Stewart said.

Movie reviews

NEW YORK (NC) — The prettiest 
and brightest girl in a convent school 
spots the bravest and smartest boy at a 
youth-offender work camp and falls 
instantly, hopelessly in love in ‘‘Fire With 
Fire’’ (Paramount). 


The emotions promised in the title are 
nowhere expressed in this teen romance, 
which plays upon the undeveloped 
contrasts between the bad boy and good 
girl. What links them is their mutual 
belief that they don’t belong where they 
are. 


LISA (VIRGINIA MADSEN) seems 
determined from the first frame to fulfill 
her schoolgirl sexual daydreams with Joe 
(Craig Sheffer), the strong silent type who 
is constantly goaded by his camp warden, 
Boss (Jon Polito). 


Whatever significant direction the film 
might have taken dissolves in a scene of 
lovemaking in a cemetery crypt in which 
the Romeo and Juliet are caught and 
threatened by Boss at gunpoint. 


Directed by Duncan Gibbons, another 
product of the music-video commercial 
mentality which exploits the youth 
market, ‘‘Fire With Fire’’ suggests that 
any type of institutionalized incarceration 
frustrates the natural passions of youth. 
When the lovers, in a daring plunge to 
freedom, escape the imagined constraints

Number Five is the lovable robotic 
invention resembling an upright vacuum 
cleaner which is designed for peace but 
used for military purposes. In ‘‘Short 
Circuit’’ (Tri-Star), the solid-state entity 
acquires human characteristics and thinks 
it’s alive. 

Steve Guttenberg, the stand-up comic, 
plays the inventor who gradually realizes 
that he has sold out to the military- 
industrial complex with little help from 
Ally Sheedy, who drives a mobile catering 
truck. 


ESSENTIALLY A _ romance, the 
movie is preoccupied with chase scenes as 
its main driving force rather than upon a 
more sensitive and in-depth development 
of the relationship between man and 
machine. It has the feel of a child’s fairy 
tale without the moral posturing. 


Sheedy is a harsh and antagonistic love 
interest who, like Guttenberg, lacks the 
charm necessary to create some screen 
energy. It is not surprising, then, that 
good old Number Five comes across as 
the most human entity in the picture. 


As light entertainment for children, the 
film seems good-natured save for several 
profane remarks and gestures and some 
subtle sexual innuendoes. The U.S. 
Catholic Conference classification is A-I 
— general patronage. The Motion 
Picture Association of America rating: is 
PG — parental guidance suggested. 


Zaza is on the staff of the U.S. Catholic Conference 
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Bishop Brzana has extended his 
concern beyond his signature to speaking 
about the problems of TV before his 
fellow bishops at their. annual meeting 
and to joining Clear-TV when it met last 
month with network leaders to express the 
objections. A Catholic bishop in a group 
led by a Methodist minister is not an 
oddity, according to Bishop Brzana, who 
sees a great opportunity for ecumenical 
cooperation in fighting what’s on TV. 


‘‘This a good way to cooperate with 
our brothers and sisters in the Christian 
community,’’ he told me during a recent 
phone conversation. ‘‘Many of them 
show much more zeal and do more than 
we do’’ about battling objectionable 
media presentations. 


WHILE MAKING it clear that there 
are some good programs on television, 


_ Bishop Brzana is concerned about the 


increasing use of offensive material. 


‘*Sex is a casual plaything, deviation is 
presented as acceptable and unnecessary 
violence is shown’’ on many programs, 
he noted. ‘‘Diabolical ways of killing are 
which can inspire disturbed 
people, and criminals are presented as 
admirable and worthy of imitation. And 
fundamental Christian values are 
ridiculed.”’ 


But something can be done about the 
problem, Bishop Brzana said, giving 
some practical suggestions for viewers to 
follow: 


1. Parents must ‘“‘educate and guide 
their children by good example about 
which programs should be watched and 
which should not. If unacceptable scenes 
are present in a show, parents should help 
children interpret them in the light of 
Church teaching.”’ 


2. Education in how to view the media 


should be part of Catholic schools and 
religious education prgrams, he believes. 

3. There should be more education 
from the pulpit about TV, he said, while 
admitting that perhaps priests don’t 
watch enough television to know what is 
influencing their people. 

4. He urges viewers to “‘rouse them- 


’ selves from the attitude that nothing can 


be done or feelings of helplessness.’’ 


5. Bishop Brzana encourages people to 


write the local and network stations when ~ 


they see something offensive. ‘“They are 
sensitive to the reaction of the audience,’’ 
he explained. ‘‘It certainly can’t do any 
harm and will probably do good. Other 
groups protest strongly when something 
negative about them is shown and the 
situation improves. We Christians should 
be more militant and protest more. I wish 
we had more of the spirit of St. Paul.’’ He 
also urges viewers to let networks and 
local stations know when something 
worthwhile is shown in order to 
encourage more of the same. 

SO WHAT does Bishop Brzana watch 
when he sits down before the one-eyed 
monster? On his list of favorites are news 


_ programs, documentaries (‘“‘that’s where 


TV excels’’), classic movies like ‘‘Ben- 
Hur’”’ and, ‘‘once in a while,’’ a football 
game. 


If he had his way, Catholics would 
become more ‘‘zealous, enthusiastic and 
energetic in commending good progams 
and opposing bad ones.’’ If they don’t do 
something, he warns, ‘‘it will get worse 
and worse. This is an urgent problem. 
There are scenes on TV today which 
would not have been tolerated 10 years 
ago. If the public does nothing, it will 
only get worse. We have the respon- 
sibility to do something.”’
